SEQUOYA (THD 1EDIARN) 


Every netion end rece heve their leacers, sone inherited their 
leadership, others rese tc fame from humble beginnings and because of 
whet they made of themselves. 

The Cherokees indiens lived richt here in our beloved Georgia; they 
were the most cultured end civilized tribe of Indians and contributed 
much te the land they loved ec deerly and from which they were betrayed 
end cruelly driven. 

Today I em going to tell you the story of Sequoye, his great work 
end the recognition given him for he was considered one of the most ine 
telligent Indians in hietory. 

In 1770 there was born in Tuskegee, Tannessee, an Indien boy, son 
of e Cherokee mother of gcod heritege and a German trader, nemned Cole 
George Gist. They nemed the baby Sequoya meaning *euessed it" but his 
Enplish neme was Goorgs Guess. 

Tnis led grew up to love anc respect his mother which is quite 
unusual in Indien lore, tut the father deserted the mother end thus the 
little pao was her constent compenion and helped about the trading PO BV. 
Ee knew no Enelish mut did come in contsct with the white man. As e@ 


ehild he loved edornnents end enjoyed shaping silver bracelets end chains. 


Leter, he was 6 bleckemith and mace tools, errow points, charcoal 
Grewings end with home made paint brush, mace from hairs of wild 
animels, dipre¢ in dyes, he peinted rictures to his grest celignt. 
Thie lac grew to be five feet eicht inches tall, slim and sintry bat 
with a limp. From two marrieges he beosue the father of seven chilcren. 
The family lived on a farm but thet wes not his chief interest, so the 
wife and children hed <~o run the plece end make tne crop&e 

Sequoye wes intrigued with the way the white man wrote out his 
ideas. He determined to invent a system of witing for his own rece. 
Somewnere he had heard the story ci Kkcses writing on stone tablets ibe of 
he said if Koses could, why cculdn’t he? Always carrying 6 small whet 
stone in his vocket me scratched marks upon it end celled them telking 
| stones. Cf sours his friends lauzhed and jesred and begred him tc lesve 
his stones and return to retionel thinking mt still he persisted. &t 
the end of teelvs years an elphabet of 86 letters hac been perfected and 
from this alphebet he beran to frame sentences. Kk is the only letter in 
which the lips ere Dead: 

His little six yeer old deurhtér was the first person to be taught. 
This good news that Sequoya had suoceeded in writing Cherokee works that 
coulé be read by others quickiy spread, Scorn surned to praise, old and 
young began to learn the new writing, messages were passing to enc fro 
from the western tribe snd in a few months the Cherokees beoame a read~- 
ing nation, Cen we realize whet that meant? Next followed the printing 
of the Bible end now Elias bondinct, # minister end teacher, sterted a 
nationsA newspaper thst had good circulation not only in our sountry but 


in Burope too, whet e gift to humenity, the bible and the press beoceuse 


of the alphabet. 


SO creat wus tnis intellectucl eccommlishuot thet Canon Fingsley nemed 
tne greet red ceders of California, Sequoya. These trees sre the oldest 
living end tellest trees in America, 3000 - 4000 yeers old, 400 fest 
high, 25 feet through the beso, There cre two kinds of Seguies, the 
Gigentee, on Sierre Nevadas Slopes end the Sequoies Seapervirens on the 
Pacific Cogst, 


Also the Hetionsl Sequoye Park is named in his honor, How appro 


riete thet God's living things that stand for the best in life, giving

heppiness to cthers slong with usefulness end protestion should Le named 
for him because thet is whet his life typified, 

About this time of life he end 2500 Indiens moved to indian terrie 
tory in Oklehome. In 1828 he went to Washington as representative of 
_ tne western tribes, ‘hile there hig portrait was painted end e frent of 
€900,00 was given by the government in recognition of his great service 
to his people = the Cherokee nation presented him with a medal, 

in Seshington is the Hell of Fane, from each state couid be chosen 
two men or women worthy of recognition, to have e bust of the selected 
one placed in this Hall, Hor the law is only cone can be chosen, The 
illustrious citizen must be distinguished for civic or military service, 


In 1917 Oklshome honored Deouoya by Placing a bist of him in thet chosen 


plece. t wes a unsnimous vote by the State and on that eventful dey «& 


Senator from Oklahoma arose before en august assembly in Washington and 
eloquently seid “This Indian citizen suoseeded largely due to his indus- 


try, concentration end perseverance, How few men attein historical fene, 


some have highest opportunity in education, yet without eny educxstion this 
men associstec with lettered end unlettered neople. He head an intellectual 


treining but no education, no men cver rendered a nobler service to his 


Peoris. He was a hesven born genius end no alphabet in ell the world 
reaches the dignity, simplicity, and value of the Cherokee one." Then 
the senator introduced a beautiful Indian meiden chosen by the Stete 
tc pey trioute to Sequoys, With much poise, and in good Engi sh she 
seid, “Secquoya wes chosen by unanimous vote because of the heroic 
guelities of the man as a human soul, surrounded by diffioulties but 
overcoming every obsteole end reméering the most signal service eny 
humen being could render to his fellow man, by opening fields of all 
knovledge to his people, through the invention of a perfect alphabet. 
“&thout great opportunities he made wonderful use of sm1l opportunities." 
I have never heard e more dignified nor soul stirring tribute feic to 
any men equal to that one, 
The sculptor ertist chosen was e woman, greatly beloved in Oklehome, 
Ker name was krs, Vinnie Rean Hoxie, essisted by Urs. Goorge Zohney. 
Tney were treined in Americe, Vienne and Paris. The statue is noted for 
the great nobility of poise, grace end streneth pleinly discerned ceeraane 
& tradition wes emons Cherokees thst some of their people had gons 
as far west as the Rocky Mounteins, They were known as the Lost Bands. 
Sequoye felt that every Cherokee should have the opportunity to learn 
the alphabet, and if tha e lost ocople could be found and taught they 
“gould communicate with their kinsmen, With thie in mind he set out es 
an old man to locate the early emigrants, bidding good-bye to John Howard 
Paine, (author of Home Swest Home) who at that time was writing e book 
on the Cherokees and visiting Sequoya. In August 1843 he cied in San 


Fernsndo, Mexico, alone, unattended, Rumor g& his illness reached the 
s 
netion and they sent a rescue perty but they errived too late to find 


him elive, <A pension of €300.00 previously voted to him by the nation 


“a 


Wee continued to his widow, the only literary pension in the United 
States. 

Nox let us see how Georgia has honored cur hero. Sequoya County 
et the expense of $4000.00 enclosed the last log cabin that Sequoye lived 
in by a stone building and 1000 ecres of land around which is a stone 
well. In Calhoun where Sequcya, Flies Beucinct end Harriet Gold Boudinot 
tramped about the plece because it wes the caritel of the Indien reservae 
ticn, they heve put on the public school playground sa drinking fountain 
surmounted by the statue of Sequoy&e This vas donated by the Boman'’s 
Club in 1918, Also in Calhoun neer the roxd side on highwey 41 is a fine 
bronze stetue of him facing the memorial arch in memory of the veverans. 
Then a snort distence out in the country is the Netional monument erected 
on the site of the new Echota, On this $s inscribed the names of Bliss 
Bouginot and Harriet Gold (rho did such valiant work in the Horavien 
missions) and Sequoya. Here on the Indien reservation these people lived, 
here was transleted the Bitle, here was published the Cherokee Phoenix 
newspaper, only one edited in Indian lenguace by Elias Boudinot.e 

Mey I now pay my tribute? Beceuse Sequoye had invented the alphe- 
bet, monotony was turned into interest, loneliness into brotherhood of 
men, @ereness into light. As ZI stood there on that historic spot where 
these noble citizens had trod, planned and labored I stood in swe end 
reverence, slowly I welked away in silence. In my heart I gave thanks to 
God thet these three noble citizens had been permitted to live here end 
in such g manner thet their service meant sc mush to sc many. As Emerson 


said, hic-en love end cenius work together, greet is the masterpieces”

Among the outstendins ownen of history e troninent plsoe must be given 

te Georcie's Ker Queen. Kancy Morgan Hart, who was perheps, the most 
strikine heroine of the Revolutionary Ver. She w-s the daughter of 
Thomas and Rebecea (Alexander) Morgen, a first cousin of Generel Deniel 
korcen of the Eevolutionery Ker, end a first cousin of Deniel Boone of 

e Eentusky farm. She was married to Benjamin Hart of Crenge County, 
North Carolina, and they :wved to what is know as Elbert County, Georgia, 
before the becinninr of the war in which she wes destined to play so dis- 
tinguished e role, 


Senjemin Hart drew 400 acres cf land on Broad River, end hore on the 
north side of the river, it wee atout twelve miles from the present city 
_of Elberton, wes Duilt the log house in which he and his wife lived. 

They reared e femily cf eight children whose nenes were as follows: 
orgen, John, Thomen, Benjamin, Lentel, Mork, Sally and Eegioh, irs. 
bart a woman of lerge pnisque, great strength end wide pendense of cnarace- 
ter, knew no feer. Fired with e« pstriotic fervor such as few possessed. 
She was dauntless in her efforts te protest the "Liberty Boys" emi to 
seve her country. She wes of Kelsh Quaker enoestry, but she did not in- 
herit some of the oquelities attributed to the quakers, for the creek near 
her home exptying into Broad River wes named “Her Woman's Creek" by the 
Indiens vho beth admired and feered her on account of her meny marvelous 
cecd&e 


Like meny pioneer women of her day, this remarkable woman was deprived 

of ecuosticnel adventares, but in her untutored bosom dwelt ea heart whose 
patriotism ranked her second to none. She learned eerly in life to adjust 
tc her surroundings and to cope with the trials of those perilous tines. 
She could shoot her gun es well es any of the back wocisnen: indeed, it 

is to her unerring shot thet she wes able to asccmplish one of her most 
nctable feats. ; 


During the days of Toryism, Mrs, Hart had much to emure in her primitive 
home in the woods in upper Georgia, She besame well known to the Tories, 
wne seemed to enjey annoying her, tut her shrewdness snd exploits were 
such that she always defended herself end her ohnildren from them, end 
her cabin beoeme a theatre in which she and the plumering snd murcerous 
Tories f4rere to ensot many scenes, some tragio - others comic. In these 
little dremes she displeyed en undaunted courage which was rivaled only 
by her cunning stretesy, so from the following stories one oen umn erstand 
how the feme of her hitherto unheralded name spread repidly over the 
frontier belt cnd even across the sea. 


Cne evening while the family wus sitting sround the log fire, krs, Lurt 
was boiling e large kottle of soap ovor the coals, They were ohetteriug 
ewey geily, when sudcenly one of them noticed that someone from the cut- 
Side was pespins in through the crevice of the chimioye This informe. 
tion was jassed on to her ine silent way, sc she beogame more eninetod 
in her ocnversation, stirred the scep with more viror, end watched the 
creck for the reapresronce of the spy, Suddenly she ceshed a ladle of 
the boiling sosp in & most viccrous manier throush the crevice, and the 
eavestroprer, taken by surprise and blinded by the hot soap, soresmed in 
e most terrible menner, whilst cur heroine in « very soldoitous wey went 
out to inquire into the trouble snd bound the Tory fast ag her prisoner. 


Cne dsy she chensed to meet e Tery on the road, and entering in converse 
seticn with him, so as to divert his attention, she seized his fun end 

orcered him to merch in front of her to the not fer distent fort. The 

poor man was so intinideted that he obeyed, and after their brief maroh 
st:¢ delivered her prisoner to the commander of the American Fort. 


Cn another occesicn the breve Nency with her sack of corn res ridings to 
tie mill, some miles distant, when she wis met by e band of Tories. Trey 
imew her end esked her for her pass. She shook her fist in their feoes 
end replied, “this is my pass." Wishing to have some fun at her expense, 

_ they cismounted her end threw her seok of oorn te the ground, but she wus 
mot to be discencerted in any such wry, so she lifted her corn back upon 
her horse, mounted it and rode on to the mill, 


“hile busy at home one dey, she heard the tremp of « horse rapidly approach- 
ing, then locking out saw e horseman coming towird her doore Sho reaore 
nirced him es a “hig, end when he drew near end she learned that he wes 
being pursued by some Tories, she let down the bars of her home, and told 
him to ride through ehd hide himself in the swemp, She then put up the 
Dars, closed the door, end shortly efterwerds when the Tories rode up to 
her door end celled to her, she muffled her heed, opened the door cautious- 
ly, and asked why they disturbed « sick, lone women, They expleined thet 
they had tracked him, e well imcwn redel, near her house end asked if she 
had seen enyone on horse back pass thet wey. She replied that she had 
seen somebody turn out of the peth into the woods a few hundred yards back. 
“Theat must be the nan," said the fortes, aii asking her the direction he 
hed teken, she directed them in the opposite way, ant they rode off, In 
reletine thic incident, she renarked, "They were well focled in 

the contrary direction to th«t of my Mhig boy, but if only they head look- 
ed Gown cn the ground, they might heve seen the tracks mede by his horses 
fest. 


She foucht with her huebend, Cartain Benjamin Hert, and oldest son, Morgan 
hart, in the vcettle cf Kettle Creek, Feb. 14, 1799, but the deod that 
gives fer greatest renoun is the ospture cf the croup of Tories et her 
femous “Dinner Party." 


Une moraing a group cf six Tories who had been wazsing cuerille varfere 
sn her neighborhood culled et her decor end found her elone with her daurhter, 


: 


"Sukey®, perhaps ten or twelve yeers of age. They ordered Mrs, Hert to 
Give them something to eat, but she replied thet she never fed the Eing'’s 
men and that moreover they had plundered and pillaged her home until she 
hed nothing left but one old gobler. “tell you shall cook that for us," 
replied one of the men, am reising his musket, he shot dow, the tarkey, 
which he ordered her to dress and ocok, without Geleay. With no alterna- 
tive except to obey end realizine the wisdom of getting the men well fed 
end relexed before trying to even up her score agsinst them, she set about 
in all heste to prepsre the mesl. 


in the meantime, the men had strcked their runs and sat dovm by the fire 
to civert themselves over e beer jug. For the preparation of the neal, 
water wes needed, 60 our heroine sent her little dauchter “Sukey" to the 
spring near by for soms water, A conch shell ves kept at the spring end 
wes used as a sort of trumpet for the femily to signel to the men in the 
fields, warning than of danger or calling them home in case of trouble, 
This system of signals was well known to the child, so she blew the conch 
shell while at the spring end returned with her pail of weter, When the 
meel was ready to be served, the soldiers ware calisd to the table, and 
"“Sukey™ wes sent for another bucket of water, vhich meant tht she was to 
sound the horn agsin, 


hile busy watching the cuest at the tuble, the brave woman cautiously 
“picked up a gun snd set it outside the house. She succesded in doing 

this the second time without notice, but wes detected in her third attempt. 
<uick as s flash, she raised this gun to her shoulder end deslered she 
would kill the first men who epproached. One men started to advance, and 
true to her threst, she fired and he fell dead, Seizing immediately anoth- 
er musxet, she took aim egein, end as a seoond man moved, she fired, and 
he fell to the floor wunded. She seized a third gun, end “Sukey" who hed 
returned from the spring at this point, grabbed the remaining gun and 
ennounoced that her fsther end the other mm wuld arrive in a few minutes, 
Kkrs. Lart called uron her prisoners to surrender, wiioh they did, end she 
held them at bay until her husbend arrived with help. They were going to 
shoot the Tories, but she interposed, saying thet they were her prisonsrs, 
and that "shooting was too good for then," so they were hanged. Shortly 
defore this episode, « group cf Tories had brutally murdered Ce tein John 
Docly, a neighbor and friend of the Hart family, sc knowing this and doubt-e 
less thinking thet these men belonged to the same group, our dauntless 
Petriot wes more embittered than usuel towards the men from wnom she had 
suffered so much, 


In 1912 efter a lapse of almost a century and a helf, while greding the 
Elberton and Eastern Railroad, a Group of hends unearthed the well pre- 
served skeletons of six men. They were buried a few feet under the ground, 
there was no trace ef eny coffin anyxhere, end the fact that they were 
found ebout e half or three-fourths of « mile from the former heuse of 
Nenoy bart made many believe that these vere the skeletons of the six 
Tories she ceptured. 


There ere meny other stories told of the bravery of this extraordinary 
womsn, but the forezoing ones will doubtless be enough to melte one

revelution, anc thet she is more then worthy of the various monuments 
6rested to her memory. 

Socr efter the blocdy struccle of independence was over, Cartein end 
brs. Hart, with a part of their femily, moved to Glynn County, Georria, 
where they ommec fifty esres of lund in whet is now the oity of Bruns- 
wick. Senjemin hert wes eppointed Justice of the Fence in 1796, end ea 
Justice of the inferior Court in 1797, le diec in ebout 1802 and it 4+ 
believed thet he is burisd in ‘right's Square, which was the public bury- 
ing ground at thet time, 


efter the death of her husband, Lrs, hert went to Clerk County to make 
her home with her son, John rho had become in influential citizen and 
was # man cf considerable property for those times, 


Ke hed married in 1876, Petience Lane, a daughter of Jesse and Winifred 
Aycock Lene, cne of the cutstandine families of North Ceroling. Jonn 
Eeart ocntinued t+ live for e number of yeurs in various places not far 
from Atnens, Coorgie, but «ith family snd femous mother, migreted later 
to hentusky where he hed long since been preceded by his Uncles, Col, 
themas and Bethioniel Hert, end his Cousin, Daniel Boone, 


Be loceted in Hencerson County, about ten miles from the city of Honder- 
son, and after heaving besome a prominent citizen of that community, died 
in 1821. His mother, Hency korgen Hurt, continued to live vith her 
Gauphter-in-lew, Fetience Lene bert, until her death in atout 1830, end 
lars. Patience Kart died in the same home in 1802, All three lie buried 
in the “art Greve Yard" wiich is loceted on their farm necr the old 
homestead, in this same craveyerd - quite near the above maitioned GTEVOSB, 
lie buried Hhode Hert Floyd, the dmighter cf John and Patience Hert, end 
her only son, William Senjemin Floyd, the father of the author of this 
sketch. 


Such was the role played by Mrs, Hart in public life, e loving and tencer 
mother, a kind gmerous end hospitable neighbor and a woran well versed 
in the sfficacy of various herbs and home rededies, With her rere common 
sense and robust constitution she cften served as nurse and doctor until 
& practicing physician could be called, 


Leter in life she beoame a very devout member of the kethodist Epissop 
Church, end in her extreme old age she rode meny miles through the flets 
te service cn Sundey. She was truly a good women and she hes left usen 
imsortsal memory. 


iver high spirited and energetic, she maintained her roaming disposition 
until the enc cf life, and often made extensive trips on horse back with 
ea little negro boy behind her, -

welle ‘Sarly in the lest contury, now the town of Hertford, wiich in. 


1510 wes the county sest of Pulaski County, Georgia, wes named fae her, 


in 1655 the county edjoining her old home in Georgia, wes formed and 
named Hert County, ond in 1856 the county seat wes nemed Eertwell for 
this femous heroine, 


This is the only county in the Stete of Gaorgie nemed for a woman. A 
few yeers aco, one cf the highwsys in Georgia was nemed thé Nenecy Hart’ 
Hichwey. This is the only highwey in the United States named for ea 
woman. The City of OClberton, Georgia, has named a school for ha md 
hes erected a momment to her memory, 


The Nancy bert Charter, D.A.R., in Milledcevilie, Gorrie, hes been 
nemed for her, and this Chapter in connection with tne Stephen Eeard 
Chapter, D,A.R. in Blberton bourcht five ecres cf ground surrounding her 
home site end presented it to the Nutionel Society DAR. as a Memorial 
Frarkse 


A painting, “jiency Hart Capturing the Tories,” was presented to the State 
of Georgia, It hung inthe Capital Buliding in Atlente until reomtly, 
wnen it was trensferred to the Rhodes Historical Building, 


der grave hes been merkod by the Senuel Hopkins Chapter, D.A.R., Hender= 
son County, Kentucky, end e Childrens’ Chapter in Hilledgeville, Georgia, 
hes been organized and nemed for her daughter “Sukey “ Hart. 


Through the efforts of Representative Cherles H. Brend, Congress voted 
en aprroprietion of £1650 for a Neticnal Monument to be ereoted to her 
memory. This monument wes placed in the city of Hartwell, Georgia, and 
under the auspices of the John Benson Cherpter, DAR, it was unveiled 
on Sovember 11, 1931 in the presence of a vast crowd of people from upper 
Georgia who had treveled many miles to pey homage to the memory of the 
states most picturescue herions, 


The greet Empire Stete of the South hes ever cherished the memory of this 
heroine. Quoting from the femous Georgia historian who named her the 
Georgie Wer Queen. “She needs no help from the devices of bronre or 
marble to keep her memory ableze ebout the heerthstones of the Gorrie 
commonwealth. She has ever been the fireside favorite of the Gearia 
home. dn the drama of the Kevolution she cleims the enthusiastic plaudit 
of the Georgia youngsters above ell other characters. She outstrips 
Washington enc overtops LeFeyette and surpasses Sergeant Jasper; and 
though only an ill-favored country dame, yet in childhood's verdict, hers 
ie the lustiest shout of all the hurrying host whose quick step answered 


the battle cry of Lexington.*
